VISALIA — Tulare county 
farm income hit a record high of 
$580,729,000 in 1973, 
according to Agricultural 
Commissioner Clyde Churchill, 
who issued his annual report 
yesterday, however, production 
costs were also at a record high. 

The 1973 county farm 
income figure is $117,588,000 
above 1972, which was also a 
record year. Churchill 
emphasizes that figures in his 
report represent gross returns to 
agricultural producers on an 
f.o.b. basis and do not indicate 
actual profit.

“We try to get a legitimate 
premium above market for the 
boys and girls who exhibit 


’ market livestock at the fair and 


who put their animals in the 
auction ring,” Carter says. “Even 
paying a premium, buyers get an 
excellent deal in that they can 
put meat in their locker at an 
economical price compared to 
retail prices.” 

Businessmen, or other 
persons, can bid in sale animals 
then sell them back at whatever 
the established market price is 
on the day of the sale, actually 
paying only the difference 
between market price and their 
bid. ;
